It is simply a glass-covered garden, simply constructed, with 
wooden sides, and is covered with sash that is allowed to slant. The soil should be very 
rich, and the location in some sheltered place.

Strawberry-Growers! 


Here is a machine that is extremely valu- 
able to a strawberry-grower under almost’ 


any circumstances. The ease with which it 
is operated, and the 

work it saves is aston- 
ishing, not to speak 
“of the advantages of 
transplanting your 
plants by this method. 

One man alone can 
dig and set 1500 plants 
a day. He merely 
takes the machine, 
goes to the bed, digs 
his plants and loads 
them in boxes on a 
wagon, like so many 
potatoes, and drives 
to his new field. He 
then digs holes with 
machine, and _ sets 
plants dug into these 
and the work is over.

Plants dug by this 
method suffer no set- 
back. They are, for 
all intents and pur- 
poses, potted plants. 
Rarely a plant dies, 
and is replaced ina 
minute, so that one 
can easily make a 
patch of remarkably 
even growth, and thus 
add greatly to his 
profits. a 

Planting can be done in almost any 
weather. Indeed, it is easier when the 
ground is so wet that a horse can not go on 
it. As in spring planting the ground is usu- 
ally in this condition the saving of this ma- 
chine is apparent. Then plants can be set 
in dry weather when ordinary planting 
would be fatal with watering. 

Cultivation can begin immediately each 
way, as plants are in no danger of being 
disturbed. A weeder can be used just as in 
corn. Thus the first and most troublesome 
growth of weeds canbe completely checked, 
to an immense saving of work. 


' Plants dug by this method cost practical- 


ly nothing, as they are surplus ones taken 


from outside of row where it would be al- 

most impossible to 
fruit. Then arow can 
be advantageously 
thinned. In fact, most 
strawberry-beds are 
too thick. Bigger 
and more berries are 
the result of an even 
stand. The holes in 
old patch amount to 
nothing, but serve in 
a limited way, when 
filled with straw, to 
store water, which is 
so important to a 
good crop. 

The machine we 
offer this year is 
strongly built. The 
handles are of best 
malleable iron, and 
the cup of fine steel 
which will withstand 
rough usage. 


Permit me to say that I 
have used very faithfully 
allthe strawberry-planting 
implements made on this 
plan, and I would put this 
machine far ahead of any 
of them in point of speed 
of working, and for effect- 
iveness. Where you are 
going to put out a consid- 
erable area, say a quarter 
of an acre or more, especial- 
ly if two hands areat work, 
two machines are very handy.
